consummated in W ashington C. H. 
in recent years, the Fayette C oun­ 
ty Farm Bureau Cooperative Asso­ 
ciation this w‘cek form ally takes 
over the big grain elevator and 
feed mill of The G winn E leava- 
tor Co., here and on August I also 
will take over the G winn Service 
: Station located on South Fayette 
* Street opposite the elevator. 
; 
The elevator, one of the largest 
I .and most modern in south central 
Ohio, with a grain capacity of 
350.000 bushels, is taken over as 
| of July I. 
Leland Stevens, m an- 
I ager of the 
co-op 
elevator on 
I Delaware Street will be the m an- 
! ager, succeeding W illard McLean, 
j who has successfully managed the 
Gwinn operations here for the last 
15 years. 
Future plans have not been an­ 
nounced by McLean, who retires 
from the m anagem ent Thursday 
of this week. 
Cecil VanZant is tem porarily in 
charge of the elevator. 
The plant is taken over under 
a 10-year lease plan with privilege 
of buying at the end of the IO 
years. 
Spokesmen for both con­ 
cerns state this “really means pur­ 
chase” of the plant, including land, 
buildings, equipm ent and good 
will. 
Negotiations for the plant and 
.service station started two weeks 
ago, and were virtually consum­ 
mated Monday, when auditors for 
the Co-Op Association came here 
to m ake an audit. 
The Co-op is now in full charge 
of the elevator, which contains a 
large portion of the w heat crop 
in this community. W hen Stevens 
takes over the active m anagem ent 
later this week the Co-op eleva­ 
tor on Delaware 
Street 
will be 
closed and used only for storage 
purposes. 
Clarence Cooper, general m an­ 
ager of the Fayette County Farm 
B ureau Cooperative 
Association, 
was in charge of negotiations here 
and announced closing the trans­ 
action. 
The main set of bins of the 
plant were built about 12 years 
ago. The front portion and office 
budding 
was 
added 
about six 
years ago. 
The elevator consLsts of 25 bins, 
both large and sm all and has a 
m odern dryer and feed grinding 
equipm ent. 
It is rated one of the 
bi st and most complete grain ele- 
v 'ors and feed mills in the state. 
Stevens, new m anager of the 
elevator, has been operating 
the 
* - or i at ions elevator on Delaw are 
Street the past three years. 
Lease of the big plant with op- 
t ii 
purchase is another long 
forw ard step m ade by the F arm ­ 
er Bureau Co-op organization in 
the community- 
The plant and 
service station are adjacent to the 
association’s big new farm equip­ 
ment and service plant erected two 
years ago on the west side of 
South Fayette Street, across the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tracks. 
Cooper said M onday that w ithin 
the next year the association will 
erect another large building on 
the tract west of Fayette Street, 
and south of the present building, 
to be used for offices and w are­ 
house purposes. 
The new building will be “T* 
shaped, fronting IOO feet on F ay­ 
ette Street and 60 feet deep, with 
the stem 
of the *‘T” 
extending 
back another IOO feet, or to a total 
depth of 160 feet. 
No figures w ere announced by 
Cooper, but it is understoou sev­ 
eral hundred thousands of dollars 
are Involved in the deal.

So in 1935 it pa.-sed the Social; 
Security Act, but the act didn't, 
go-into effect for two yeas. Start- t 
ing in 1937, this is what has been; 
happening: 
On the pay they earned up to 
$3,000. a tax of one percent is de­ 
ducted from the pay of workers;

on the pay each worker earns up 
to $3,000 a year 
(Note: 
Tins 
particular

security tax has nothing to do with ; 
any other kind of tax, such as for;

But no one, under the law, could ! 
start receiving any benefits from 
the social 
security 
system un til‘ 
1940. 
This gave the government a 
chance to build up its social se­ 
curity fund from the taxes it' 
started taking in back in 1937. 
But, starting in 1940, it has been 
making monthly benefit payments 
to: 
1. Retired workers, men and 
women, who have reached 65. 
2. An additional monthly bene­ 
fit for a retired worker's wife, if 
she is 65, and for his unmarried 
children under 18. 
If the retired worker over 65 
dies, then monthly benefits go to: 
1. His widow, if she's 65 or over. 
2. His widow of any age, if she 
has deoendent 
children in her 
care. 
3. Unmarried children under 18. 


4. To dependent parents of the 
dead worker. 
In 1940, the first year benefits 
were given, about 108,000 people 
received them. Now about 1,771,- 
000 are receiving them. The num­ 
ber grows every year. 
About 50,000,000 people are now 
About 50,000,000 people are now 
500,000 are workers and 3,000,000 
are employees. 
(About 25,000,000 workers are 
not paying the tax because they 
are not “ covered” under the law 
and therefore can’t receive the 
benefits. 
(These include railroad work­ 
ers (there's a separate system for
